Blooms, 
21,  10,  6.  Blooms  open,  6.  Size  of  blooms,  4  in.  Form,  wide  triangle. 

Stem,  very  straight.  Foliage,  wide,  medium  length,  upright. 

Color :  Pinkish  white,  lightly  stippled  with  pale  “Hermosa  Pink.”  Lower 
petals  tinted  with  yellow  and  lightly  blotched  with  dust-like  specks  of  “Rhodamine 
Purple.” 

Adult  bulb,  2j4  in.  Light  pink  flesh.

Bulbs  planted  in  1927:  124  up,  13;  24-l24,  70;  under  24,  250.  No  fault 

noticed. 

The  measurements  of  HUBBARD  and  BALLSTON  were  made  by  me  during 
the  dry  season  of  1925,  as  they  grew  on  clay  soil  that  was  far  from  being  rich. 
Their  rating  was  computed  by  Mr.  Chas.  E.  F.  Gersdorff  (as  they  grew  for  him), 
by  the  A.  G.  S.  system  under  which  only  a  good  variety  can  rate  above  85. 

In  this  time  of  wholesale  introductions  of  new,  untested  and  unregistered 
varieties  of  Gladiolus  by  growers  who  are  so  careless  of  the  rights  of  others  that 
they  knowingly  usurp  names  of  varieties  already  in  commerce,  the  naming  of  a 
new  variety  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern.  Mr,  Gersdorff  named,  these  two 
varieties  and,  after  knowing  the  quantity  of  stock  of  each,  set  the  price  they  are 
here  offered  at. 

When  I  read  the  introductory  description  of  a  new  gladiolus  that  I  am  in¬ 
vited  to  invest  in  I  want  to  know  the  size  of  its  “large”  flowers,  the  number  of  its 
“many”  open  blooms,  etc.,  and  1  especially  desire  to  know  something  about  the 
quantity  of  stock  owned  by  the  originator ;  believing  that  others  feel  the  same  on 


such  occasions,  I  have  given  the  number  of  bulbs  planted  last  spring.  The  crop 
has  not  been  cleaned  at  thi'  writing  and  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  bulblets  were 
planted  or  whether  they  grew. 

For  reasons  apparent  I  will  say  that  the  variety  GEORGIA  listed  by  me  is  a 
variety  which  originated  with  me  several  years  ago  and  has  been  grown  by  a 
grower  who  has  lately  introduced  a  variety  under  the  same  name  and  described 
as  of  the  same  color.  I  oversold  GEORGIA  two  years  ago  and  did  not  list  it 
last  season. 

To  use  the  name  of  an  old  variety  that  is  still  in  commerce,  with  which  to 
name  a  new  variety,  is  mischievous  enough  to  cause  all  the  confusion  that  a  lover 
of  chaotic  conditions  might  yearn  for,  but  ruch  an  act  is  commendable  in  com¬ 
parison  to  the^  act  of  aliasing  a  named  variety  with  the  name  of  another  variety, 
as  is  done  when  Scarlet  Princeps  is  sold  under  the  name  of  “Virginia.” 

Ignorance  is  excusable  only  when  ability  to  learn  is  absent,  or  when  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  learn  has  never  been  present. 

VIRGINIA  is  a  newer  variety  than  is  Scarlet  Princeps,  and  to  sell  VIRGINIA 
bulbs  at  the  price  at  which  Scarlet  Princeps  is  sold,  (under  the  name  “Virginia”), 
would  be  unfair  to  those  who  paid  more  for  their  stock  of  the  genuine  than  did 
those  who  bought  the  spurious. 

The  offering  of  Scarlet  Princeps  as  “Virginia”  is  to  use  the  U.  S.  mails  for 
the  purpose  of  perpetrating  a  fraud,  and  to  make  a  sale  resulting  from  such  an 
offer  is  to  obtain  money  by  false  pretense. 

The  stock  of  VIRGINIA  is  still  so  limited  that  a  recent  call  from  a  promin¬ 
ent  seed  firm  for  5000  No.  1  bulbs  of  it  could  not  be  filled. 

VIRGINIA  is  a  clear,  glowing  “Aster  Purple”  with  14  to  20  wide-open  four 
inch  blooms  on  a  tall,  straight  stem  that  can  be  cut  low  without  skill  or  injury  to 
the  foliage.  As  a  florist’s  flower  it  is  the  most  popular  dark  cblored  variety  I  have 
ever  grown.  It  increases  about  80%  from  offsets  and,  if  well  cared  for  will  pro¬ 
duce  its  biggest  bulbs,  longest  spike  and  largest  flowers  the  tenth  year  of  the 
bulb’s  age  and  thereafter.  Bulblets  are  numerous  but  slow  to  germinate  if  al¬ 
lowed  to  become  dry,  tho  all  will  grow  the  second  year.  Half-inch  bulbs  nearly  all 
bloom.  I  have  a  pure,  clean,  healthy  stock  of  VIRGINIA  this  year,  in  all  sizes.
